Twenty five town officials, last 
night, meeting in the town hall, 
unanimously endorsed the idea of 
building the proposed new public 
library on the site of Rotary Park, 
in a position which was defined as 
‘across from the Police Station’. 

The unofficial vote came at the 
end of a meeting which lasted near- 
ly two hours, and in which there 
was a free exchange of opinions, 

The various board members a- 
greed that they would work fora 
plan of acquiring land in the Sept- 
ember Town Meeting, and for an 
article to build a new Mbrary, in 
the annual town meeting of next 
March, 

Chairman Lloyd Bender of the 
Board of Selectmen presided at the 
meeting. Other selecmen who 
were present were Mrs Drew, Paul 
Niles and James Miceli, 

Other officials present included 
TM Henneberger, Finance Com- 
mitteemen MacDonald, Burt, 
Laughton and MacKinnon; all of the 
Library Trustees, Planning Board 
members Gillis, Banda and Mrs 
McKie, John Callan of the Perma- 
nent Building Committee, Arthur V 
Lynch of the School Committee and 
Mrs Clara Chipman, Librarian, 

The meeting followed a vote of 
the Board of Library Trustees last 
Monday, in which the Rotary Park 
site had been adopted by a five to 
one vote, with Philip Buzzell cast- 
ing the dissenting vote, 


Discussions 

Highlights ofthe discussion, Wed 
nesday evening started with anob- 
servation by Mrs Drew that she 
believed there was a problem of 
peat, in Rotary Park, that might 
not be good for construction of a 
building, 

Philip Buzzell, former Town 
Counsel, described the events lead 
ing to the division of land, in the 
disputed area between the Roman 
Catholic St, Thomas Church and 
Atty Tim Kane, Buzzell said the 
agreement had been between at- 
torneys, and he had not yet been 
passed by the Land Court, accord- 
ing to his understanding, 

Selectman ,Paul Niles felt that 
there might be parking problems 
if the library were located at Ro-

tary Park, Mrs Neilson of the 
Board of Library Trustees said 
she felt that the site was a good 
one from a parking standpoint, 
as there was a lot of parking with- 
in walking distance, in case there 
wasn’t enough on the site chosen, 
She used the words ‘municipal 
parking’ later corredted, 

Christian Bachman, the newest 
member of the Library Board 
asked as to the impact of building 
at Rotary Park. He was answered 
in part by Danny Gillisoftne Plan- 
ning Board, who assured those pre- 
sent that the Planning Board did 
have some drawings on proposed 
parking for the area. 

Gillis felt that the parking to be 
provided would not only serve the 
library, but would tend to draw cars 
which were now parked along Mid- 
dlesex Avenue, by spectators at the 
Little League games, 

It was Paul Niles who suggested 
that there should be two articles 
for the September Town Meeting, 
He felt that the Trustees of the 
Public Library, with the assistance 
of the Town Counsel, should draw 
up the articles, and that the Town 
“Manager and Selectmen shouldne- 
gotiate with the officials of Rotary 
Park for the land. 

Mr Miceli said he detected a 
‘negative reaction’, and Mr Buz- 
zell said that there would presum- 
ably have to be another set of 
Plans, 

Niles said he believed that the 
Board of Trustees should have by 
this time a fairly good idea of what 
they wanted, a realistic estimate 
of cost, Buzzell recalled that 
‘somewhere’ a figure of $200,000 
was once bandied about and that 
‘people get that in their mind, 

Jim Banda spoke of the previous 
town meetings in which a library 
article had been voted, and sald 
that the people voted the libraries 
down because of cost, Bender told 
Banda that there had been several 
factors in the vote, and that one of 
them was ‘the lack of dissemination 
of information’, 

Buzzell: It is obvious that some 
kind of planning should be done.

The following excerpts of information, relative to the 
installation and use of Swimming Pools in Wilmington are 
supplied by the office of the Building Inspector, in the 


public interest, 


No swimming pool or wading pool, either public or pri- - 
vate, shall hereafter be installed or altered, nor shall the 
water supply or piping in connection therewith be installed 
or altered without a permit issued by the Building Inspector 

Means shall be provided for the santitation of pool water 
and the removal of solids suspended in the water or de- 
posited on the sides or bottom of the pool. 

The pool shall be fully enclosed by a suitable fence not 
less than six (6) feet in height, 

A complete plot plan must be filed with the Building 


Inspector.

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THE GREAT MEMORIAL DAY HOKUM 


Each year, as Memorial Day, or the Fourth of 
July, or Labor Day, or any other well observed 
holiday rolls around the people of this country are 
subjected to a barrage of statistics about the awful 
carnage taking place on the highways of the United 
States, 

Daily newspapers and radio commentators vie 
with each other to make it sound more and more 
horrible. The count goes on, individual fatality by 
individual fatality - 435 - 436 - etc etc. 

To the Town Crier this is a lot of editorial 
hokum, 

People are killed, yes, and this is something to 
be regretted. But no more people are killed by autos 
during the Memorial Day weekend than during any 
other weekend of the year, in one views the overall 
statistics and considers that there are more cars 
on the roads during that weekend, In fact a careful 
Statistician might be able to prove that fewer people 
proportionately, have met their fate during the 
weekends in question. 

This weeks copy of Time magazine reports that 
50,000 people are killed each year in automobile 
accidents in the United States, 

That’s an average of 961 deaths for each and 
every week of the year, and for half a week it is an 
average of 480 deaths, 

Those writers and radio commentators who so 
breathlessly report the ‘carnage’ of a Memorial Day 
Weekend are just mouthing and writing so much 
editorial hokum, 

Esssentially theirs is the work of lazy men who 
don’t want to have to sit ddwn and do some real 
thinking, 


NOW PERHAPS THE GREEN LIGHT 


If the reader wishes to make a pun of the title 
to this paragraph he should feel at liberty to do so, 
but no pun is intended, 

Instead it is intended to say, ineffect, give Monte 
Green the credit he deserves, 

Long before anyone else in the Commonwealth 
could see the difficulties that the Greater Boston 
Stadium Authority wouldhave, Monte Green predicted 
them, His predictions are now being proven, one by 
one, 

Tuesday morning the newspapers of Boston told 
the public that the Governor’s financial advisorshad 
advised against the. Greater Boston Stadium, 

Specifically’ they advised that the Commonwealth 
should not give its credit to such an authority, that 
the revenues were questionable, and that there were 
many traffic problems, They also advised against 
having the stadium roofed over, either permanently 
or with a partially retractable root, 

Perhaps the advice to the governor will now kill 
any thought of a Greater Boston Stadium. Perhaps 
the contrary will be the case, The Stadium backers 
are not just willing to lie down and die. 

Monte Green’s proposals, for a stadium in Wil- 
mington have-never died down, in spite ofthe seeming 
inactivity. There has never a complete cessation of 
work, but private capital was understandably reluct- 
ant to spend money which might find itself in com- 
petition with a state supported stadium,

People were suspicious, 
They felt that the passage of such an article could 
lead the way to ‘deals’ whereby some unknown person 
would be able to buy land cheaply, The people would 
have nothing to do with it, even with provisions of 
having such sales advertised before they took place, 

The results were to be seen last spring when 
town owned tax title land was sold at public auction, 
AW: resident who lives off Shawsheen Ave. 
was pen ach buy a small piece of land adjoining 
his small home, He didn’t have enough money with 
him to be able to out-bid the out-of-town buyers. 

There was sympathy for the-Wilmington man 
among the Selectmen but the law would not allow 
them to do anything but to sell the land to the highest 
bidder, 

Selectman Bender, who pushed through the sale 
of land this spring, the first after about ten years, 
wants to have another this fall, It is a good idea, 

But first the town should vote an article such 
as was suggested by Mr Webber. A Wilmington 
owner should be allowed to buy land adjacent to his 
home, without having to beat down the more wealthy 
out of town competition, 

It would be only fair.
